TSSTJEB FOR DISCUSSION IN OFFICE INTERVIEW 
Rejection of Claims 1-33 UndeT 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 

The claims stand rejected as being anticipated by Rockwell. During the interview, 
Applicant wants to discuss in more detail the distinctions between Rockwell and the present 
claims. Specifically, Applicant wants to discuss the arguments provided in the previous office 
action response. Rockwell teaches a single SVD on a rectangular array of data to compress the 
array. By contrast, the present application teaches that one can use a first rank reduction on a first 
set of data to obtain composite sources, and a second rank reduction on a second (and different) 
set of data to obtain composite testers to be used in connection with the composite sources. These 
separately-computed composite sources and composite testers are used together to compress a 
third set of data. Rockwell does not teach or suggest that the calculation of composite sources 
can, in this manner, be decoupled from the calculation of composite testers.
